The mandatory disclosure provision of the Public Records Law only applies to information that is in the custody of 
the governmental entity at the time the request is received. There is no obligation to create a record for a 
requester or to honor prospective requests. 

It is up to each department to respond directly to this inquiry; however, please let me know when the 
request has been met by your department for tracking purposes.
